ſerved anew flaverie by ſubmitting themſclves to the ba» 
(eſt Agarens. So the holic land intimes paſt , the lewes 
countrie , fc] vnder their dominion at length. T he Spiric 
therfore maketh mention of theſe by whom the 
lewes were toluffer moſt Neither doth he in 
this place dete@ the Iewes by ſuch wordes as he did be- 
fore when he had to doe with Antiochus : ——_—

But who is this King of the north > Not Antiochus, 
as we have before declared ſufkiciently , though the ſame 
title of the King of the north be =_ to the Kinges of 
Syria. The other notes will not ſuffer it as the inſving 
expoſition will manifeſt. Neither is it the Romane de- 
fending himſelfe againſt the Agarens : for that ( At the 
time of the end ) did belong to the declining of the Ro« 
mane Empire , butthe King of the north doth grow into 
great authoci:ie from this beginninge, as the words folo- 
wing doe Thew : which reaſon allo enforreth that this 
bickcriog muſt of neceſhitic be referred ro ſome other 
rime then that which went before the comming of our 
Lord Chriſt : for the Romane Kinges did as yer flouriſh 
and grow more and more, ncicher at that time had attel- 
ned to his height and maturitie. Borthis warre fel our 
about the end of the flouriſhing of the Empire. It is nor 
then to bee doubted but that the King of the north is 
the Empire of the Turckes. We know that the in- 
ward parts of the north did caſt out this baſe rabble 
into the world through the ſtcaights of the Caſpian (ca, 
which at leugth looking his ceines for livertie , mightily 
aſſailed oar continent on every fide , and doth in the 
daics violently aflault us as it were a whirlewinde. Bat 
who it is againſt whom the angell (ith , He hall come 
againſt : the King of che ſouth or the Romane , it may 
bedoubred of : As a whirle wind, faith he,ſhall he fall 
ypon him, 

He vanquiſhed indeed the Empire of the Saracens in 
Aſia, but the weight and force of his tyrannic did lye 
eſpecially againſt rhe Romance whom the angel makerh 
the common burt ro both Kinges , both of the north and 
ſouth,to pearce him through with their darts and wea- 
pons, as the hiſtory ſheweth evidently. Havingo = 
ore 
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refer out Demons let us fre in = ſeverall 
the iprion will agree. He ſhall invade, 
Ph be , ® whirlwinde and temp ſuddcinly , Ipecdily 
and mightily ſhaking and waſtinge all thinges, whoſe force 
can ſcarſcly be anic way avoyded bur by flight » which 
indeed agreeth 10 none more fitly and truly then to the 
turkiſh tyranvie from the yearc one thouſand thiee hun» 
dred , when he began vitecly to overthrow Citics , King- 
domes , armies, |ayeng along and ſpoylinge all (hat come 
in his way. 

The outragiouſnes of the Turks did as much exceed 
that of the Saracens , as a violent tempeſt ruſhing from 
above , cxcecdeth the ficrcenes of a beaſt puſhnig with 
bis horne. The violence of this beaſt may be avoyded by 
flight or refiſtaunce, and our men have repreſſed at length 
the infolencie of the Saracens , though whh their great 
trouble and lofle: bur it is not in mans power to oppole 
the terriblenes and force of the whirlkewindes , from 
which itis hard in anie corners or coyerts to wake an cf- 
cape, Whence it came to that our warres bave not 
ſo much pur off the furie of the Turkes as provoked it : 
neither is anie better to be expected vniill his tyrannie be 
come to his appointed time. His warlike inſftromemnts 
are chatiots, horſmen and ſhippes : the hooked iron cha- 
riots were in frequent uſe withthe Auncients, as it is ma+ 
nifeſt both by ſacred and prophane hiſtorie:The Romanes 
= laws _- the warre of Antiachus, and ___ 

againſt es : ſtroke great terrour a 
firſt, but afterward they dies brmer nd ſcorned as Ve- 
gerius ſheweth, book. z. 

Wherfore the Romanes never vſcd theſe chariots, and 
while they bore the ſwaie and vanquiſhed , others alſo 
caſt them off as vynprofitable on every fide: Here therfore 
he doth rather allude, to the eoncient Cuſtome, then 
friftly determine that the Kinge of the North _—_— 
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ſuch a kind of armes:ynles peradventure theſe chariots be 
wagons and other cariages 6 > 1045"enkng armies re- 
moovals wherof the Turkes vic abundaunce, they 
have great plentic of camels, They may alſo be referred 
to thoſe great gunnes which are drawne vypon wheeles , 
which doe reſemble a kind of chariots , fpirring fire.

Now, if we ſhall caſt the deach of Antiochus the Fa- 
ther unto the 4 5.day from that deereeathe ſame difference 
of necefljey will yer remaine : but yet fay 1, to graumt the 
account and calcu'a:jon to be very guſt, what felicity did 
follow the death of Antiochus , that the Church wight 
ſo greatly rejoyce therein ? except peradventuie we ſhall 
thinke the holy people to be in very great proſperity, 
while they werc oppreſſed with warrcs under Evpator, 
1-Maca. 6. 28.29. or that they could triumph greatly 
when Demetrius was deviſing a (barp and bitter perſecus 
tion againſt them by Bachides, Alcimas , and Nicanor, tl, 
Macab. 7.9.26. eſpecially in his ſecond <xpedition, when 
there came fo great trouble and afflidtion in Urael upan 
the Icwes,as like was not fince the tume that no propher 
was (cane ther. 1.Macab. 1.9.27. 
how is nanccd to apt hoe REECE 

tyraany of the Romans, the jahumanity Y 
of Herod and the Governours , and that which is farra 
greateſt of all,the abdication and rejeRion of the whole 
nation,far ſo many generations ta this dayall which doo 
of neceility carcy it, that this full apd conſtant Felicity of 
Rn gadin which the Angel (peakes of in this place , can 
act be of thoſe times.
